GENERAL FRANCIS FREDERICK MILLEN, a well 
known journalist, who died in New York City April 
10, bad an eventful career. He was born ina Ireland, 
and when 19 joined the British Army and served 
through the Crimean war. Then he came to Amer- 
ica. weat to Mexico, entered the army of that 
country as a lieutenant of artillery, obtained an ap- 
pointment on thestaff of Gen. Comonfort, one of 
the radical leaders, and fought under him and 
Juarez through the so-called church wars. During 
these wars he arose to the rank of colonel of artil- 
lery. During the Fenian excitement in 1866 he left 
the Mexican Army and went to [reland, but on the 
collapse of the effort returned to Mexico, where he 
again entered the Army. He fought under Gen. 
Corona and others against the forces of Maxmiliao 
When peace was established he came to New York, 
where he became the executive officer of the Amer- 
ican Branch of the Fenian Brotherhood. In 1872 he 
joined the staff of the New York Herald. In 1879 he 
went to Guatemala and took up arms for President 
Barrios. About two years ago he visited Europe as 
the agent of a new explosive. The London press 
declared that he was engaged in promoting a dyna- 
mite conspiracy and caused him much trouble. 


Mrs. Axnre McELperry Down, wife of Capt. John 
W. Doun, of the U.S. Coast Survey, died suddenly, 
April 4. at her home, 21 West Ist street, Baltimore, 
of heart disease. She had beea complaining for sev- 
eral months, but was out of the house within a few 
days of her death. She was the daughter of the late 
Heury McElderry, once a prominent merchant of 
Baltimore, was of a remarkably genial and amiable 
disposition, and was greatiy beloved by a host of 
friends. She took an active part ina number of 
charitable enterprises. Her aged mother survives 
her, also two brothers, Dr. Henry McElderry, sur- 
geon, U. 8. Army, and Thos. McElderry, of Balti- 
more, and three sisters, one unmarried, one the wife 
of Capt. Edward C. Knower, 3d U.S. Art., and the 
otber Mrs. Fred. A. Libby, of Portland, Me. She 
leaves three children. 


Dr. Jerome H. Kipper, of the Smithsonian Lusti

Siuce then he had been Director of 
the International Exchavuges iu the Smithsonian lu 
stitutiou. Dr. Kidder was a chemist of high rank 
and was prominent io social affairs in the capita! 
He leaves a widow, the daughter of ex-Postmaster 
General Maynard, and three children, who are in 
comfortable circumstances, 


Tue death of Dr. J. H. Kidder, formerly of the 
Navy, removes & prominent figure from the scieu 
tific circles of Washington. He was in the prime of 
life, about 47 yearsof age. Possessing an ample 
fortune he followed the bent of bis natural tastes in 
the relations aud researches of the Fish Commis- 
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sion, and bis work in this particular track was of 
infinite value to the Government. His wife was the 
daugbter of Hon. Horace Maynard, of Tennessee, 
and they lived io most comfortable fasbion in their 
house on N street, adjoiving the British legation. 
He was a prominent wember of the Metropolitan 
and Cosmos Club.

THE CAVALRY BOOT AND SPUR. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


AS THE cavalry soidier should be able to walk and 
run oo foot, be sbould pot be hampered or crippled 
by a boot with higb beels or pointed toes. His poot 
and also tbe officers’ boot should have a low broad 
beel; the sole at the ball sbourd be as broad as the 
foot and rvom enough for the toes. but po poirted 
toes. One pair of every mounted offiver’s boots 
should bave legs of st.ff pateut leatber fur garrison 
wear, top of leg cut straigbt arouud so that they 
will all be uniform. His boots for bad weatber aud 
field use should have the legs of cueaper material. 
lf the soldier's pay would justify it, we would urge 
that one pair of bis boots tor garrison weur sbould 
bave suff legs of patent leather ou account of their 
stylish appearance. 

Our mistaken tashion of wearing the spur clear 
down to the point of the heel vecessitates the strap 
being buckled uncomfortably tight over the toot. 
As the strap becomes worn aud lvose the spur slips 
off the beel and 1s lost wmile marching. So after a 
month io the field a third of the men bave but one 
spur and many none. We would not advocate the 
foreign fashiou of cavalrymen wearing boots and 
epurs to entertainments or on fatigues in garrison, 
but we would urge that ali cavalrymen and mouuted 
officers be required to wear boots and spurs at all 
diswoupted duty uoder arms in garrixou, except 
during extremely bot or uvocowlourtable weather, 
the sevior mounted officer attending the duty to de- 
cide when they can be dispensed with. When troops 
dismount fo go into actiou ou foot they wear boots 
and spurs and move at “double time” over irregu- 
lar and obstructed ground, aud that they may uot 
be awkward aod clumsy then they should be accus- 
tomed to Move at the same gait in the same equip- 
meot over a level parade ground at foot drills aud 
duties. 

Tbe foreign military boot bas 4 varrow but thick 
strip of leather sewed on the beel. Toe top of this 
strip forms a sboulder on which the lower part of 
the band of the spur rests. When tbe man stands, 
bis spur isfrom two to four iucbes trom tbe ground. 
Tbe spur remaios up ip its place witvout the strap 
being buckled tigbtly over the foot. If your con- 
tractors were required to put on vbis strip it would 
propably not adu wore than a penny or two to the 
cost of the boot. Ou foot the cavalry soldier i 
taught to turn out his toes and is puuvished if he 
dyvo't. When mounted an effort is made to prevent 
bis turning them out, of course, with scant success 
alter bis training on foot. If heis requireu to wear 
the spur diswouuted to suitable weatber, the turned 
out toes will probably disappear wheu mounted aud 
dismounted. TROOPER,

Non-com- 
missiwved Officers very paturally object to this, and 
on just grounds, as being detiimend. al to discipline, 
aod tepdivg to weaken toeir aulbority,and to « cer- 
tulu eXteDt lesen the respeet supposed to be s#e- 
corded to thew by tbe privates. Nup-comm.:sior ed 
officers cauvot be detailed as sehoul ti ac.vers if a 
competent private cun be foupu in tre.onmacd; 
is this Jus*ive, or rigut? Aguip, a private has vot 
the autvorily over the enlisted men going to 
schoo! Chat a von commi:s Oued officer would nave;

charge, for fear of being disliked by his comrades, 
and consequently the men do about as they like. 
The order above referred to is ironclad so far as 
obliging all enlisted men during their first eplist- 
ment to attend school. Now, suppose (which [ 
kuow to be the case) several of those men are well 
educated, and that perhaps they are graduates of 
college, is there no way, no examination, no stand- 
ard, potbing that in anv way will excuse them from 
attending school? If the attention of the proper 
authorities were called to these unfortunate features 
10 the application of the new order [am sure they 
would be corrected.

ARMY AND NAVY DOGS. 

AT the Royal United Service Institution March 15, 
Veterioary Surgeon E. E. Bennett delivered a very 
instructive lecture on the employment of dogs for 
wilitary purposes, ia which he suzgested that they 
be used as auxiliary sentinels to the outposts and 
septries and to the advanced rear and flank euards 
in general; as scouts, on the march, on reconnais 
sance, and patrol duties; as despatch carers, on 
the march, in camp, io action, etc ; as auxiliary am- 
munition carriers, on the march and in action; as 
searchers for the wounded and killed after an en- 
gagewent. The lecturer thougebt that dogs might 
be used in naval warfare in foggy weather by giv- 
ing timely wai nivg of the whereabouts of approach- 
ing craft. He did not, however, suggest that their 
duties as lookuuts should be limited to the dog- 
watch, but further preposed that they be used for 
night attacks and assaults on shore. 








ORDNANCE NOTES. 


On the subject of the British guus, the Admiralty 
Gazette saya: * On June 20, 1884, the Superictendent 
of the Royal Guo Factomes assured an attentive 
audience ip the Royal United Service Iostitution, in 
respect to our vew breech-loaders, ‘that having 
waited the lougest, we had got the bestof it.’ Bad 
certainly twust be the best when morethan two 
years afterwards, viz., op Oct. 8, 1886, Engineering 
stated that vo less a number than #'x out of only 
ten 6inch guns had burst in the Royal Arsenal 
proofs! That six guns out of ten should have beeu 
thus disabled we believe to be unprecedented, and 
indicates some sad mistake either in the design or in 
the construction, or possibly in both. Wirbout, 
however, dwelling upon the more recent failures, 
we may be excused for believing that better gun 
plans may be found, if the proper steps are taken to 
insure the bringing the still unequalled mechanical 
skill of tris country to bear upon the subject.’’ Lord 
George Hamilton reports that there has been very 
great delay in complet ng ships with guns, due to 
the faulty design, viz, that of placing liners in the 
bores; these liners, when the guos were proved, 
cracked, and very considerab'e delay was caused 
before the guus were repaired and wade efficient 
for issue to the fleet. These difficulties, it is be- 
heved, have now been got over. 





Speaking of quick-firing guns, Engineer says: 
“ At the present moment the quick-tiring question 
is of great importance, especially to the Navy. 
Quick-firing guns were one answer to torpedo at- 
tack, which bas doubtless been prestly checked pv 
them; but in their development otber important 
consequences bave folluwed. Not only our own 
citadel ships, but all types of foreign armor-clads 
built since the Thunderer and Dreadnought type 
have many parts of their bull uparmored. These 
parts being the less important ones might bear the 
passage of numerous shot without the vessel being 
seriously injured; but * pumerous’ bardly expresves 
the hail of missiles which can be poured io by quick- 
firing guns, which may, as it were, cut away the 
structure of the ship pieceweal. For ourselves, we 
consider Ihat the introduction of quick-fire guas 
went farto render the broadside batteries of the 
Admiral Duperre and Shannon classes altogether 
unteuable.” 


The Militar-Wochenblatt published on Feb. 16 
a long comparative study of French, German and 
Russian guns, arriving at the following conclu- 
sions: “ ihe action of Germano field artillery 1s 
superior to that of Russian artillery; the action of 
the sbellsof French field-guns is not equal to that 
of German shells; at the priucipal distances of com- 
bat the French and German pieces are equal with 
shrapnel fire, but iv this respect, French pieces pos- 
sess a slight superiority at the greatest distances.”’ 





The German Federal Council is asked to appro- 
priate 3,266,633 marks (recurripe), and 344,004 marks 
(non-recurring), to cover intended charges in the 
formation of field artillery. It 18 pommted out that 
the number of German field batteries is consider- 
able less than those of Franve and also bebind 
those of Russia. 





The French Army is to haveits present revolver 
replaced by a smaller one, which experiments show 
is considerably more accurate in the delivery of the 
bullet. 


The Avenir Militaire reports tbat some experi- 
ments buve been conciuded at Gavre with the 65- 
millimetre .juick-firiog Hotchkiss guns, with which 
the most recent additions to the French Navy are 
armed, more particularly the belted cruisers. They 
are uf cast and tempered steel, and weigh 600 kg., 
tbe weight of the mounts being 750 kg. A projectile 
weigbineg 4 kg. 300 gr., with u charge of 1 kg. 500 egr.. 
bas an initial velocity of 620 metres. Toe vbamber 
will contain 170 balls of 22 er.,.and the pumber of 
di-charges may vary from 12 10 15 per winute. The 
Avenir adds that the recoil bas not been done 
away with, as was accomplished by the quic«-firing 
gun of 47 millimetres.

The first-class battle ships to be laid down

proposed to build one of the former, and the re 
mainder of the latter type. They are to be superio 
io speed and auxiliary armawent to all preceding 
battle ships of the Royal Navy, and will surpus: 
them all ia displacement. 

The second class ironclads will be reproductions 
on « smaller seale of the first-class barbette iron- 
clads, being in speed aud coal enduraace their equa 
but carryiog a somewhat lighter armament, aud 
armor of lees thickness. Their displacement wil! 
about 9.000 tons. 

The first-class protected cruisers which are to | 
commenced buve been designed to carry ap arw:- 
ment practically identical with that of the B! 
and Blenheim (of which a full description was given 
last year); but they are to be of coosiderably les» 
size and vost, to steam at a somewhat lower speed 
and to have a smaller coal endurance. 

The second class cruisers, of which it is proposed 
to construct a large uumber, are practically repro- 
ductions of the Medea class. They are more heavily 
armed than the Medea, 35 feet longer, and of about 
600 tons greater displacement. Ln view of the sim- 
pler form of gun desigus now adopted and of the 
larger experience and greatly increased plant of th: 
private manufacturers, the guns will be ready 
in ample time for the ships requiring them. 

During the year ending Dec. 31, 1588, 160 new 
breech loading guns were completed for the Navy 
mcluding one 16-inch 11l-ton gun, six 134¢-inch 6s- 
tou, nine 12-inch 45 ton, an?’ six 9.2-ineh 22 Lon guns 
During tbe same period 262 I4-1nch Whitehead tor- 
pedoes were manufactured and issued for nava 
services. 

The Army and Navy Gazette says: ** The proposed 
battleships of the first-class will throw a cousiuer- 
ably heavier weight of metal than any vessels, save 
only tbe big Itahan ehips, that bave yet been ce- 
signed, and they will, ‘taking one consideration with 
another,’ be much better protected than any for- 
eign battleships whatsoever, though we cannot he!p 
thinking that they possess a graveelement of weak 
ness 10 their unarmored ends, which are each 65 [' 
in length. The weight of metal thrown by the pro 
jected redoubt turretship (Designo C) will be 5,084 Ib.., 
aod by the protected barbette shiv (Design c) 5.110 
ib. The Francesco Morosini's weight of metal is 
8.928 Ib., but it is divided among only 14 guns 
whereas our ‘C’ ship will carry 32, and our *: 
ships 38 guns, including 3 r. quick-firing.”” The 
draught of these vessels of 14,000 tons wil! not exceed 
that of the Agincourt of 11,000 tons, viz., 27%¢ ft 
Their coal capacity is hmited to 900 tons against 1.200 
for tne Trafalgar and Victoria classes, the Admira 
and the newest Italian battleships. The vessels are 
equip with two military masts.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


A useful contribution to the literature of the Hos 
pital Service is the pamphiet. just published, of Dr. 
Valery Havard, Assistant Sureeon, U. S.A. Dr. 
Havard, after devoting considerable study to the 
subject, has compiled a * Manual of Drill for the 
Hospital Corps and Company Bearers of the U nited 
States Army.” which adds to the purely technical 
iostructions for handling stretchers by word of 
command, many useful suggestions, the fruits of 
his own study and experience. His idea seems to be 
that men cao be drilled in the bandliag of the 
stretcher and in the care of the injured, as in any 
other branch of military duty. and that thus, for 
purposes of instruction, the advantages of a well- 
considered system may be applied. After a short 
preliminary chapter, the book ts divided in five 
parte. Part 1. contains the formation of the 
stretcher squad and the stretcher drill. Cart IL. is 
devoted to loading and unloading stretchers, with 
varyiog numbers of bearers, transfer of patients 
from stretcher to bed, improvised stretchers and 
position of wounded on the stretcher. Part ILL. 
deals with methods of moving the wounded witbout 
stretebers. Part [V.1s devoted to loading and un 
loading ambulance wagons, and Part V. to pack 
transport, borse litters, etc. The instructions are 
very clearly and simply given, and the manual 
might be used most advantageously in the Natioual 
Guard for instruction, as well as in tne United States 
Service. 


The first part of the authorized translation by 
Cc. W. Foster, of “Modero War,” by V. Derrecagaix, 
Col. a’infanterie brevete, commandant en Seconde 
l'Ecole Superieure de Guerre, Paria, bas beea pub- 
lisned by James J. Chapman, Washington, in two 
handsome 8vo. volumes, one of which is devoted to 
the plates, of which there are seven: y-four. many 
of them occupying two pages, those for the 
second part on Grand Tactics being included. The 
work is to be completed in three volumes, at the 
price of #7, in a limited edition. It is a most admir- 
able pu lication, and the students of military 
science 1p this country are under vubligations to 
both author and publisher for their enter prise in 
placing it within their reach. Lieut. Foster has 
added notes showing the changes which bave takeu 
place in the strength of European armies since the 
appearance of this work in the original French. It 
is the purpose vf Col. Derrecagaix to inform the 
Freoch Army upon the art of war as it is to-day; to 
anaiyze, probe to the bottom, and expound the 
methods of warfare which bave given victory to 
their enemies, who were more quick to apprehend 
and adapt themselves to the cbavges within recent 
yrars which improvements in firearms and theappli- 
vation of steam aud electricity bave brought about. 
His work cannot be neglected by any officer who is 
desirous of studying theartof war as it must be 
practiced to-day. The lessonsof our own great war 
have been supplemented and enlarged by the more 
recent experience of Germany, France, and Aus 
tria, and Col. Derrecagaix bas made intelligent use 
of the medern applications of long-established 
principles, thus placed at his disposai. Next to de 
cision be places stubbornness as the quality which 
coutributes most to success in war, and refers to 
Gen. Grant as one of its most remarkable exam- 
ples. Examples in illustration of bis remarks are 
also quoted frem the experieaoves of Sherman, Scho- 
field. Thomas, and J. E. Johnston, though his work 
ig principally occupied with European campaigns. 


“The Man from the West” 1s among the latest 
publications of Messrs. Pollock and Moss,in the 
Echo Series. The author very modestly sigos him- 
self “A Wall Street Man,” but this sample of bis 
work suggests the practiced band of a trained 
writer, rather than of ore learned in the ways 
of the money warket alone. It i, in fact, 
one of the brightest, strongest, and most absorb- 
ingly interesting novels thar bas been produced in 
this country for many a year. The style is easy avd 
graceful, the characters include several that are 
surprisingly origioal, and all are clearly and boldly 
drawn. The incidents are somewhat sensational, 
but are generally far removed from the realms of 
uoreason. Touched all through with a graveful 
vein of humor, the author snows tbat highest of 
the novelist’s art, whi: h can add toa thrilliog situa- 
tion the tenderest pathos. From first to last there 
ws nota dull line. [t is pre-eminenotly a powerfu', 
nobly toid story, ia which the good people aad the 
pad receive in the end tneir just rewards. There 
are scenes in the * Man frow the West” that are 
fine enough to bear comparison with the best work 
of the very greatest novelists,and we shal! await 
with much interest other volumes by the “* Wall 
Street Man.’’ of whose name, by tne way, the pub- 
lice will not long be content to remain 1n ignorauce. 


“Lochinvar, or Told by an Army Fireside,” by 
Mrs. Alice King Hamilton, is the initial volume of 
a s~ries to be known as the United service Library 
of Original Fiction. Thereis a thread of a love story 
runoiog through Lochiavar, upon which are strung 
a number of short tales of Army life that were told 
at a Western post to amuse a fair young visitor dur- 
img the reiga ot a blizzard. Toe stories are ligot, but 
coarmingly told, and the book itself 1s admirably 
adapted for just such a p»rpose as the authoress de- 
scrives. If, here and there, Mrs. Hamilton falls 
short of tbat exact knowledge of military matters 
that eberecteriges Capt. E:ida’sé works, for instanee, 
she bas not the les furmetied # delightful tod for 





an idle hour, and one that cannot fail of a cordial 
reception, especially iu Army circles. 

“Scottish Poets in America, with biographical 
and critical notices, by Jona D. Roe,” is the title of 
a volume published by Pagan and Ro«, New York, 
Che reader of this pleasant collection will be sur- 
prised to flod how many Scottish poets of real merit 
have made their bomes iu America. Among others 
whose life is sketched and whose works are quoted 
in this volume is Maj.-Gen. Donald Craig McCallum, 
who was during the war made director and mana- 
ger of military railroads, with rank of colonel, and 
rendered conspicuous and valuable services in that 
line. Twenty five poets, many of whoee productions 
have the true ring of Seottish minstrelsy, are gath- 
«rod in this pleasant volume. 

We bave received two more numbers of the ver 
interesting work, to which we have before alluded, 
descriptive of “ La Vida Militar en Exvana.”” Some 
15 numbers of the series have appeared and 20 will 
complete the volume which will cousist of 3220 pages, 
copiously illustrated with vignettes and phototypes 
taken from very apirited pictures by Doon José 
Cusachs, a painter of military subjects. These ac- 
company descriptive text by Francieco Barado, 
and are many of them worth framing, as decorations 
of a soldier's abode, giving lively presentations of 
the Spanish soldier's life in camp and field. The 
volume will make a valuable addition to a mili- 
tary library.

TO BUILD UP OUR NAVY. 


THe Chicago Tribune, in a long despatch from 
Washington relative to the policy of the new Ad 
mivistration, to the building of the Navy, ete., say? 
“Io domestic affairs this Administration is not 
likely to indulge in new departures. The field of 
ita greatest energy and accomplishment will be 
found beyond our coasts. The Harrison Govera- 
meut hasa foreign poliev fullof vigor and aseer- 
riveness,a policy which I am at liberty to describe, 
autborita:ively and fully, as to the principles in- 
volved. it is the desire of all the people that this 
country reassert berseif upon the sea. It is the 
natural and universal asniration of Americans to 
see their flag everywhere flying and their country- 
men everywhere -ecuring a fair share of tne world's 
commerce. The iosularitv of the Uaited States 
gives ita golden opportunity. [t can concentrate 
its resources and energies uvon its Navy, while all 
the other first-class powers must matotain their 
armies or perish. The true road co * America for 
the Americans’ is via the Navy. 

“The right to control the Nicaragua Canal after 
its completion 8 spoken of as a matter of great 
necessity. England holds the key to the Mediter- 
ranean at Gioraltar and at Suez, the gatewar to the 
East. If she raises her oice against our control of 
Nicaragua, the gateway to our contivent, she must 
raise it in vain.” 

Referring to the importance of Samoa 4s a balf- 
way station for Pacific trade, both from Nicaragua 
and San Francisco, the article saves: * We are shar- 
ing there with other nations that which should be 
entirely ours.” 

In conclusion the article says: “It is unnecessary 
to adi that tbe Harrison Administration, eotertain- 
ing 90d expressing these views, with great nations! 
projects like these, more or less defin‘tely on hand, 
will needlessly waste po time in settiog to work. 
The first ccnsideration of all is the new Navy, and 
it is the policy of the President to double tne appro- 
priations an.i to stir anew the activities of Ameri- 
can shipyards, gua foundries, inventors, desigaers 
and constructors.” 





THE PANAMA CANAL. 

A Despatcu from Panama, April 7, via Galveston, 
Tex., save: “Sinee the suspension of work on the 
caval over 8.000 laborers have been sent ‘ack to 
their bomes from the Isthmus. A vonusular investi- 
gation shows that there are still over 3,000 persons 
on the line of the works who are in @ destitute con- 
dition. Some deaths trom starvarioon have already 
neen reported. and if is feared that there will be 
many more if prompt measures are not taken by 
the West lodian Governments to send the people 
back to their homes. Negroes and women aod 
cbiudren are the worst sufferers. Despite tae great 
distress, good order prevails.”

NAVAL WAR OF 181. 
To the Editer of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I SHALL be glad if any observations of mine should 
lead to Mr. Roosevelt seeing his way to the removal 
of the much controverted discrepancies which per- 
vade the narratives of this war.

rick’s Memoirs of the Royal Navy, and the dimen- 
sions of English ships given in Charnock's History 
of Marine Architecture (3d vol.), both works being in 
deposit at the Naval Lyceum, New York; and the 
value of these works consists in their having been 
published some years before the war of 1812 broke 
out, aud therefore being quite free from partiality 
on that subject.

As for the Cyane, James makes her but U8ft. and 
Zin. long, while the American Peacock he puts at 
119ft.

3in., and the plans in the State De- 
partment at Washington make the latter 117ft. Llin. 
in length. I care nothing for the different methods 
of measuring different vessels; what [ wish to get 
at is the comparative measurement, and this stands 
as above. The comparative tonnage is thus the very 
reverse of that indicated by James's figures. 

Finally, as to the brigs, | can find no plan on rec- 
ord of the measurements of the captured Epervier ; 
but in the Navy Department, volume 10, of the 
“Letters of Master Commandants, 1814," under 
date of May 12, isthe statement of the Surveyor «f 
the port of Churleston, that she measured 467 tons 
(in another place it is given as 477). Jawes makes 
her 388; but as he makes the American Wasp 4h, 
whereas she stands on our list as of 450, the appli- 
cation of the same rule as with the frigates gives us, 
even taking bis own figures, 400 as ber tonnage, 
when measured asour ships were. But the measure- 
ments of the Surveyor of the Port who examined 
the Epervier are corroborated by the statements of 
Captain Riddle, who captured her sister brig, the 
Penguin. Riddle reported thatthe latter was two 
feet shorter and a little broader than his own asbip, 
the Hornet, which was of 480 vovs. This would 
correspond almost exactly with the Surveyor’s esti- 
mate. 

Mr. Chiswell will readily see that he must produce 
better proof than he has yet furnished before ask- 
ing that my estimates of tonnage for these brigs ve

THe Second Comptroller of the Treasury has 
made an important decision touching the right of 
sea-pay of officers attached to ships but absent in 
naval hospital or on detailed special service. This 
decision grew out of the claims of Lieut. C. C. 
Rogers and Chaplain Wright. In Wright's case the 


officer was ordered from his sbip on the Asiatic 
Station to the Naval Hospital at Yokohama for 
treatment. He claimed sea-pay while in the bos- 


pital, under paragraph 22 of the Navy Regulations 
of 1876. “An officer in a hospital on shore,’ says 
the Comptroller, “is precisely as much good to the 
service and to bis ship as if he were lying in the 
sich-bay on bis ship, and if it be considered more 
beneficial to the service that the officer be treated 
von shore ratber than in the sick-bay, he is entitled 
to no less pay while in the hospital on shore than in 
hospital on board ship.’’ The Comptroller decided, 
upon a full review of the Navy Regulations, that 
the chaplain should be paid bis full sea-pay. “ But

A WASHINGTON despatch says: A number of Gov- 


ernment clerk; here are talking up a scheme for the 


establishment of a civil service retired list. The 
proposition is to create a pension fund by subscrip- 
tion from employees. No appropriation will be 
asked for. All that 1s requested is an act to legalize 
the measure, which proposes to deduct from the 
pay of every clerk the sum of $1 monthly for the 
purpose of establisbing a fund from which there 


shall be to one voluntarily re 
tiring after 30 years’ service. All clerks who have 
served 30 years are to be eligible for retirement. 
Service in the Army or Navy can be added to ser- 
vice inthe department. Itis estimated that there 
are between six and thousand clerks from 
whose salaries the proposed deductions would be 
made, and it has been discovered by careful search 
that those subject to retirement at the present time 
would number less than a score. There would, of 
course, be a material increase from year to year, 
but the fund proposed would be able to meet all de-

The 
Engineer of March 29, describing the exp >riment, 
rays: “ Runoiog from the sboot, and allowing one 


hour for seti\lement in the opeo tanks, the average 
of twenty avalyses shows that under thie treatment 
raw sewage of a very turbid aud opalescent cbharac- 
ter yields aclear and odorless effluent. Estimated 
in parts per 100,000, Lhe suspended matter is reduced 
from 33.35 to L.56. Nitrogen as free ammonia is re 

duced from 4.34 to 3.22, and albumenoid matter from 
0.5 to 0.2. chlorides 18 62 in- 
2164. and the oxygen required to oxidize 
tbe organic matter becomes 0.52 iusatead of 1.24 A 
sample of raw sewage, very turbid and opalescent, 
and with @ bad odor, yielded a clear effluent without 
odor. The sewage contained 14.52 parts of suspended 
matter, 5.95 being mineral, and 8.57 organic. Ino the 
effluent these quantities became respectively 1.48, 
1.065, and 0.43. The free ammonia declined from 3.57 
to 2.9, the albumenoid matter from 0.6 to 0.28, and 
the chlorine as chlorides from M461 to 1339. The 
oxygen required to oxidize the organic matter wae 
4.03 in respect to the sewage, compared with 1.34 for 
the affluent.”

WISCONSIN NATIONAL GUARD. 


Tue biennial report of Adjutant-General (©. P. 
Chapman for the two fiscal years endiug Sept. 3), 
1888, has just been published. The report states that 
the encampments have been the moet successful in 
every way of any heretofore heid in this State 
Guard duty, skirmishes, drills, and rifle firing have 
been the principal subjects of study and practice. 
Special expert instructors, or “ coachers,’’ were 
assigved to the duty of supervising each of these 
branches in the several camps, with most excellent 
results. With a single exception—that of Lieut 
Philip Reade, U. 8. A., in the department of rifle 
practice—fully competent “‘coachers’’ were easily 
found among the officers of the National Guard. 

Lectures, and, when practicable, ‘demonstra 
tions,”’ have been given by the regimental medica! 
officers in the use of the more simple methods and 
appliances for rendering first aid to the injured. 

The purchase and issue of overcoats and fatigue 
uniforms renders it now possible for the entire force 
to —— at encampments or on other duty uni- 
formly and comfortably clothed. A standard outfit 
of clothing for winter duty in the mining or lumber 
region, or on the northern frontier, is suggested 
General Chapman also advocates a standard pattern 
shoe, legging and flannel shirt. 

One of the most marked deficiencies in camp out- 

fit is the total lack of any hospital accommodations 
The need is great and the matter should be pushed 
vigorously and continuously until the want is sup- 
vlied. 
, Permanent camp grounds should also be leased or 
purchased.. With the aid of some local donations, a 
tract of over 400 acres was purchased by two officers 
for the use of the rifle camp held last September. 
and will be offered to the State at cost, which will 
be less than a dollar per acre. 

Lieut. Philip Reade, 3d U.S. [nfantry, was au- 
thorized to visit the several regimental camps and 
give such theoretical and practical instruction as 
might be practicable, to a class of selected men who 
might afterwards act as company iostructors. The 
practical value of instruction imparted in this man- 
ner and under these circumstances, and Lieut. 
Reade's special aptitude for instructing. National 
Guardsmen so as to develop the best results in the 
shortest time—important points with men with 
whom soldiering is the exception, und active busi- 
ness life the normal condition—have been practi 
cally demonstrated by the scores made in skirmish 
firing by men who had never seen apy such work 
two days before the scores were made, and who 
never before received any expert instruction. I am 
assured, says the A.-G., “that rifle practice in the 3d 
Infantry, W. N. G., bas received a most decided im- 
pulse, as the result of Lieut. Reade’s four days’ 
work, and that the result promises to be lasting.”’
